The Sup:rint:ndent of Buildings
is agtively moving i the matter, and has
already issued a lirge number of percmplory
nosicea to the propric.ora ‘of tenement houses,
or their ageuts, rugaring them w0 place upou
their buildings a practical fireproof escape and
s slairway conneciing with s proper opening
leading to the roof; to connect by doors all the
rooms on each floor, from front to rear, in
order to afford a safe and secure meanz
of esoape in cuse o! fir:, s directed
by the act of the Leglslature. There is,
besides, no .loophole of escaps ftor the
beariless landlords of these deuns, for the notice
must be attended to within ten days after itis
worved, The rigid en orcement of the law in
this respeet will bo bailed with pleasure by all
who entertain foelinzs of humnity, apd espe-
cinlly by the poor tenants, who heretofore have
been sacrificed to the cupidity and eriminal
negloot of their landlords.
